INTRODUCTION 

This  bibliography  lists  all  of  the  known  printed  information,  both  published  and  unpublished,  available 
to  the  Montana  Water  Resources  Board  as  of  December,  1968.  It  has  been  compiled  as  a part  of  the  Inventory 
phase  of  the  State  Comprehensive  Water  and  Related  Land  Resources  Plan  (State  Water  Plan).  In  developing  the 
bibliography,  a document  entitled  Bibliography  on  Montana's  Water  and  Related  Land  Resources  by  Richard 
G.  Sheridan  (1)  was  used  as  a nucleus.  Added  to  this  material  were  lists  developed  from  the  holdings  of  the 
libraries  of  the  Montana  University  System,  the  Montana  State  Library,  the  library  of  the  Montana  Water 
Resources  Board,  and  the  Library  of  Congress.  Although  an  exhaustive  search  of  the  literature  has  been  made, 
heretofore  unknown  or  undiscovered  documents  will  unquestionably  be  found  and  will  be  added  to  the  bibli- 
ography as  a supplement  as  they  accrue.  Meanwhile,  it  is  hoped  that  this  document  will  be  of  value  to  all 
researchers,  developers,  and  users  of  the  water  resources  of  Montana. 

In  addition  to  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Water  Resources  Board,  Dr.  Richard  G.  Sheridan  and  Mr. 
James  Huffman  spent  considerable  time  collecting,  compiling,  and  recording  the  material  and  organizing  the 
format  of  the  bibliography,  and  this  assistance  is  gratefully  acknowledged. 


ORGANIZATION  OF  THE  BIBLIOGRAPHY 


The  bibliography  is  arranged  in  two  sections  and  the  material  is  coded  so  that  it  may  be  useful  to  re- 
searchers seeking  references  in  any  of  a number  of  ways.  The  coding  system  is  based  upon  the  Descriptor 
Groups  presented  in  the  Water  Resources  Thesaurus  published  by  the  Office  of  Water  Resources  Research, 
U.S.  Department  of  the  Interior  in  November,  1966  (2),  upon  river  basin  code  letters,  upon  county  code  num- 
bers, and  upon  a code  showing  the  nature  or  form  of  the  information.  The  Descriptor  Groups  used  herein  are 
listed  in  Appendix  I.  The  river  basin,  county,  and  form  of  information  codes  are  given  below:

In  Section  2,  the  code  numbers  are  listed  in  sequence  opposite  the  names  of  authors.  With  this  list  the 
researcher  may  locate  all  materials  pertaining  to  a particular  subject  as  listed  in  the  Descriptor  Groups  in  Ap- 
pendix I.  The  list  in  section  2 also  allows  the  researcher  to  easily  segregate  material  on  a specific  river  basin 
or  county  by  examining  the  code  in  the  second  column.
